Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/29/2005 and 08/04/2005 
have been considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Reasons of Allowance: 

1 . Claims 23-45 (renumbered as 1 -23) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

Both the instant invention is directed to a method for determining the image quality 
of an optical imaging system. The closest prior art as cited (Siebert, U.S. Patent No. 5,367,375 and 
Bertrand, U.S. Patent No. 5,066,119) do not teach computational linking spatially resolved image 
information, adjustment values and system variable relating to the optical imaging system, and 
information concerning the sample with the aim of determining characteristic numbers that are 
characteristics of the wavefront deformation caused by the imaging system and outputting the 
characteristic numbers and associating then with the imaging system as equivalent for the image 
quality, wherein Zernike coefficients are outputted as characteristic numbers, each one being 
associated with a reference plane as recited in claims 23-45. Therefore claims 23-45 are allowed.
